Few places of business will be open in 
the afternoon, most of the merchants 
having signed an agreement to give their 
employees a half-holiday. By special 
order, the local courts of justice will ad- 
journ for the day, and the public offices 
@nd schools will be closed. The post- 
office will not be open after the hour of 
noon. 

Always an interesting feature of the 
day, the memorial exercises at the state- 
house will this year be peculiarly inter- 
esting and impressive. The Daughters 
of the Confederacy will present crosses 
of honor to a number of the old heroes 
who wore the gray, and oratory, music 
and geng will make up the entertaining 
programme. The exercises, which will 
be held in the hall of the house of repre- 
sentatives, will begin promptly at 10 
o’clock this morning. 

The-programme arranged is as follows: 
Bishop Warren A. Candler will deliver an 
address and an introductory talk will be 
made by Hon. W. A. Hemphill. Wurm’s 
orchestra will furnish music for the oc- 
casion and the crosses will be presented 
to Confederate Veterans by Mrs. J. S&S.

CORPSES MAY BE HER CARGO 


Schooner Emma Knowles Furnishes 
Mystery cf the Sea. 


NO SIGN OF LIFE ON VESSEL 


She Xs Floating, a Wreck, Off At- 
lantic City—Life Savers Could 
Not Board. 


Atlantic City, N. J., April %.—The three- 
masted schooner Emma C. Knowles, Cap- 
tain Rogers, from Charlest@n, 8. C., April 
14th, for Fall River, with a cargo of lum- 
ber, was sighted six miles off this city 
today almost a total wreck. There was 
no life on the vessel und the fate of the 
crew is unknown tonight. 

The hull of the Knowles, lying broad- 
side in the water, was discovered almost 
simultaneously by the three life saving 
crews on this beach soon after the thick 
fog had lifted shortly after 10 o’clock 
this morning. The tnree crews, com- 
posed of eight men each, immediately 
launched their boats and rowed swiftly 
toward the wreck, each wanting to get 
there first in order to have the honor of 
making a rescue. They were watched by 
several thousand persons on the board

STRYCHNINE FOR MAD BEAST 


Poisoned Apples Were Thrown to the 
Elephant and Its Death Soon 
Followed. 


Peru, Ind., April 2.—Henry Guffman, 
of Columbus, O., animal trainer with the 
Wallace circus, was killed today by the 
elephant, “Big Charley.” The elephant, 
while bathing in the Mississinewa river, 
east of Peru, wound his trunk about 
Keeper Huffman and hurled him far into 
the stream. The keeper, uninjured, spoke 
to the great beast, saying, ‘‘Why, Char- 
ley, I didn’t think that of you. Aren’t 
you ashamed of yourself?” The next 
instant he was grabbed, thrown again 
into the river and held down b-- the 
forefeet of “‘Big Charley.'’ Then, with a 
mighty trumpeting. the elephant left the 
water, broke down fences and quartered 
himself ih a big field, keeping everybody 
at bay. 

Apples poisoned with strychnine were 
thrown near him. He ate one and an 
hour later, as he rolled over and over 
in his agony, a rifle ball finished him. 
“Big Charley”’ had, before today, killed 
three men. He was valued at $10,000 and 
weighed over 6,000 pounds.

Washington, April 25—The navy de- 
partment has about concluded that the 
new battleships of the Virginia class shall 
have armor of six inches’ thickness in 
casemate and from seven to eleven inches 
side armor. This is about ithe same as 

the armor on the ships now building. 
Chief attention is now being given to 
the batteries of the new ships. Although 
no conclusions have been reached, there 
is a tendency toward substituting seven- 
inch guns in the broadside batteries in 
place of six-inch weapons. It is said 
that this change would permit the broad-

I shall, 
however, take an active interest in poli- 
tics for several years yet if I live, and 
can be relied wpon to support those who, 
as candidates. advance democratic princl- 
ples and Who can be intrusted to enforce 
them if elected. 

'“T have no enemies to punish. No mat- 
ter what a man may have said or done 
against the ticket in 1896 or in 1900 that 
man bedomes my friend the moment he 
accepts democratic principles.

GOLD DEPOSITS IN GEORGIA 


To. Be Investigated by United States 
Geological Survey. 
Washington, April 25.—The plan of oper- 
ations of the geological survey for th® 
next fiscal year have been announced. 
Numerous parties are to be sent to all 
sections of the country to engage in 
geological, topographical, hydrographital 
and other lines of survey work. An im- 
portent feature wiil be an investigation, 
in co-operation with the coast and ge0- 
detic survey, of certain unmarked parts 
of the northwest boundary between the 
United States and Canada. The line will 
be re-run and temporarily marked by iron 

posts in certain localities. 

Geologists will make surveys to co-Op2r- 
ate in topographical surveys with tho 
states cf New York, Pennsylvania, Jhio, 
Maine, West Virginia and Nerth Carolina. 
Investigations are planned of the clays 
and clay working industries of the coun- 
try and cement and cement industries. 
Aesistant Geologist Adams will investl- 
gate the gas wells of Lowisiana. Among 
other things on which investigation will 
he mace are the lead and zinc deposits in 
scutheastern Missouri, gold deposits Mm 
Georgia and the Devonian and carbon- 
iferous strata in New York with refc?- 
ence to coal, oil, gas, clays, «tc.

RECOGNITION FOR GOMPERS. 


President of Southern Cotton Spin- 


ners Has His Say. 

Charlotte, N. C., April 25.—Dr. J. H. 
McAden, president of the Southern Cot- 
ton Spinners’ Association, said today that 
he had heard of no developments regard- 
ing the proposed strike of cotton mill op- 
eratives on May Ist. 

“If the strike is ordered by President 
Gompers, of the Federation of Labor, it 
is likely to be general,’’ he replied. “‘That 
is, every section of the country will be 
affected by it. I-do not think there 
has been much organization among the 
mill people except in the cities or towns, 
and I am sure that most, of the organiza- 
tion has been perfected in recent months 
—gsince the Burlington strike. The union 
seems to be strong in Raleigh, Burling- 
ton, Greensboro, Concord, Gastonia and 
in Charlotte, but there are not many 
members of the union among the opera- 
tives of mills in rural districts. At Mc- 
Adensville, ‘for instance, the operatives 
are not members of the union, and de- 
clare that they will have nothing to do 
with the strike, and operatives in other 
country places have a similar feeling. 
The only thing Gompers wants in the 
whole business is recognition of him in 
his official capacity, and this recognition 
he will never receive from southern mill 
owners. 

“Tf the operatives ere forced into the 
strike the only reason they can or will 
assign. is that they wish a reduction of 
the labor hours. The strike will be the 
greatest mistake that could be made by 
operatives in this country.’’ 

In common with other manufad¢turers in 
this section, Dr. McAden is not at all 
alarmed over the prospect of the strike. 
The market is against the manufacturers 
now; but they made money last year, 
and their financial position is such that 
they can either continue to run on short 
time, as at present, or else, if they are 
forced to do so by the strike, they can 
shut down alogether without over-much 
concern about the ultimate outcome of 
labor conditions and a bad market.

By Pascal J. Moran, 
Middleton, Ga., April ‘%.—“Every plow 
in Ebert county is busy today,” said 
, Colonel Lather H. O. Martin, as he held 
forth his hand for the visitor's grip. “If 
you wil] travel over the county you would 
find every cabin closed, as the inmates 
are at work. ‘ 
“And that reminds me,” he went on, as 
the house was approached, “of what a 
sight it would be if one could be raised 
to a point of eminence so as to see the 
-whole state. In every direction he would 
see the tens of thousands of plowmen pa- 
tiently walking the new furrow. ° Large 
@s are our other business interests, they 
would fade into insignificance beside the 
plowman, whose share tears up the earth 
in order to extract from it the basis of 
all our wealth.”’ 

A remarkable man is this same Colonel 
Martin. His father died as colonel of the 
Fifteenth Georgia regiment at the age 
of forty-four. and the young man as- 
sumed the cares and demeanor of an aged 
‘one. Life to him was a serious business 
and he undertook it with the view of ful- 
filling all of its obligations. He became 
the Jeading- man of his county and an 
honored pillar of the church to which he 
belongs. Whi'e doing all this, he has re- 

_ tained the quiet, quaint humor so charac- 
teristic of the true Georgian. It was 
Colonel Martin that organized and car- 
tled through the famous Savannah river 
trip of the late Mr. Henry W. Grady, an 
occurrence which is still spoken of as 
of but yesterday. He was president of 
the county alliance while,it lasted, and it’ 
now president of a friendly organization 
of farmers whose purpose is competitive 
rivalry in advancing their business. 

“There is one thing that should be 
known to the whole world,” said Colonel 
Martin, “and that is that the cotton 
acreage has not been increased. In no 
instance do I kmow of an enlargement by 
any farmer, but there is g creat enlarge- 
ment in the food crops. You will find 
“Elbert. county dotted with wheat fields 
and almost every farmer will raise what 
_, he needs.” ee a : 

_y & Coutitry of Wheat. - 

. In @ drive over the county this state- 
ment was fully verified. A beautiful 
scene Was presented by the at wh 

fields of Mr. Eugene Heard, his. as ao 
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‘as the eye could reach, the carpet of 
«@reen feasted the éye. Other fields of 
wheat were numerous, from ten to twenty 
acres each. ‘All of this land,” explained 
Colonel Martin, ‘‘can produce cotton 
abundantly, but it is poor policy to raise 
cotton to exchange for wheat when you 
might as well raise the wheat in the first 
place yourself. The raising of crops of 
sustenance for human beings carries with 
it the care of animals as well, and the 
highest form of productive profit in that 
which can be driven to market on its 
own legs. Hence when you see the wheat 
field you also see’the oat fleld close by, 
and in proximity you will find the head 
of cattle. There are men in this county 
who raise horses for sale and even mules 
have been raised and sod. In a country 
devoted to live stock there is hardly any 
waste, for there is not a thing which 
grows but what will contribute support to 
either cow, horse or hog and into which- 
ever form it is digested, it means that 
much of a saving to the producer.”’ 

The cultivation of the .fruits has also 
taken a firm hold upon the people and 
there are a number of pretentious or- 
chaids in the county. I was told a story 
which shows the necessity of the average 
farmer taking a wider view of his bust- 
nessa than that of a mere producer. An 
Eitert fruit grower sert his peaches to a 
ecrtain city commission man in a near by 
city and received in return $1.10 per crate, 
less commission, freights, etc. A quiet 
investigation of the facts showed that this 
commission man had sold out the entire 
consignment at $3.75 per crate and part 
of it he had disposed of at $1 a box, or at 
the rate of $8 a crate. In this case the 
fault was not in the product or in the 
market, but in the producer's ignorance of 
the commercial end of his own business. 
If he had made known to the commission 
‘man that he understood something of the 
market himself, he would have received a 
check for double the amount. 

How Farmers Are Treated. 

On this line another story is told, the 
facts of which are that a farmer had 100 
fat turkeys to dispose of Which he divided 
tnd sent to two commission merchants. 
From both he received a check represent- 
ing 8 cents a pound 6n the shipment. Not 
content with such a showing, he wrote 


\back to both men, treating the’ transac- 
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foe as a mistake on their part and’ sug- 
gesting that they look into the facts. 
From both he received an increased check, 
an acknowledgment of the success of the 
trap whieh he had laid. The farmer, 
therefore, must study, out the market 
into which his produce goes. He must be 
intelligent enough to keep abreast of the 
times so as to demand his rights, other- 
wise commission men will amass for- 
tunes at his expense. There is money, 
and plenty of it, for the man who raises 
the necessities or the luxuries of life and 
who will follow them into the market 
and let the merchants know that his eyes 
ere wide open. 

This matter of raising. home supplies, 
\nctwithstanding the charge of reckl23s- 
ness in slavery days, was one of the 
secrets of the success of the people of 
that time. “A coat which had passed down 
through a succession of half a dozen 
vpcles at last feli to me as the eldest 
grandson,” said Colcnel Martin, “‘and 1 
had to get it out of the way before I 
could get a new one. The incideat serves 
to prove that people were careful then, 
and they will have to return to that prin- 
ciple if they would succeed in life.”’ 

Colonel Martin runs twenty-three plows 
on his plantation, hes the most perfect 
system, and always has something in 
growth that will repay him for his year’s 
labor. “I plant everything. I risk my 
year’s success on no single crop. I have 
seen a bale and a half of cotton: raised 
to the acre in this county.” 

Two Bales to the Acre. 
. “On a part of my father’s estate,’’ inter- 
pcesed Colonel George C. Grogan, “‘there 
hes been raised two bales of cotton to the 
ecre,’’ 

“This goes on to prove,”’ continued Col- 
onel Martin, “that the main object of a 
farmer’s work should not be the raising 
of a crop, but the improvement. of his: 
land. If he will improve his land steadily 
the ‘incidental crop will grow larger and 
larger and the lend will be worth more 
money because its productive capacity is 
greater, The renting system may bring a 
bigger crop. for a year or two, but atthe 
expense of the land, which will finally 
lose all its improvements and the owner 
will lose more than he has made in try- 
ing to bring it back to a state of repair.

The Labor Question. 

The labor question is one which gives 
no trouble whatever. The negroes of El- 
bert county have never been stirred up 
by agitators and they are doing honest 
work for their employers. The latter, in 
t@rn, pay good wages in case of hiring 
and in cases of contract scrupulously ob- 
serve their agreement. The result is per- 
fect harmony and understanding. The 
exclusion of liquor under the loca} option 
law has made of the negroes a sober race, 
and now they take’care of their wives and 
children. One negro was pointed out, as 
he worked in the field, whose career is a 
surprise. For years he worked for a cer- 
tain planter, and was so unsatisfactory 
that. he was always in trouble and was 
finally sent adrift. He went to a neigh- 
boring planter and was put to work. He 
suddenly ‘changed his character, became 
industrious and thrifty, raises the largest 
crops to his acreage, saves his money and 
Places it in bank; and now has quite 
& stiug sum to his ‘credit. Unfortunately, 
however, he is an exception in his race, 
which spends its hard-earned money al- 
most before being earned. One of the 
dog-owning class, or renting land from a 
planter, asked: )

Farmers Object to Convict Competi- 
tion. 

One of the largest convict farms in the 
state is in operation in this county, which 
is interesting from the fact that.it shows 
what can be done with enforced labor, 
but more especially because it afforded 
me an opportunity of finding out how 
farmers feel in regard to employing these 
people in such work. “I consider it most 
demoralizing to the free labor of the 
country,” said one. “If the shoemaker, 
the carpenter or the foundryman is to be 
protected from the stigma connected with 
convict labor, why not the farmer as 
well? 
be kept out of all honorable labor in 
which freemen are forced to make a liv- 
ing. The convict force should be placed 
upon the public roads, where they could 
perform a duty of service to the whole 
state, and at the same time be removed 


from competition with all forms of volun- -° 


tary labor. If the legislature would ap- 
point a public roads commission and 
agreeing upon a comprehensive system of 
public roads for the whole state, and keep 
the entire convict force at work upon it, 
there would soon be a revolution in our 
public highways. Wven with the present 
improvement in our public roads we can 
now double our previous loads, but more 
improvement is needed.”’ 

One thing is certain, the presence of a 
convict farm does not improve the sur- 
rounding country. It does not build up 
the community. It is not edifying to 
either the women or the children of their 
neighborhood. The excellent management 
of such farms does not remove the objec- 
tion raised, and it is to be hoped that 
better forms of employment will yet be 
discovered for this class.

Nashville, Tenn., April 25.—(Special.j— 
The session of the fifty-second general 
assembly closed tonight. Senator W. B. 
Eldridge, of Shelby county, was placed 
on trial before the bar of the senate this 
morning on the charge of having accepted 
a bribe of $150 from A. S. McDowell in 
the race of assistant clerk of the senate 
before the democratic caucus. Senator 
Ba T. Seay, of Gallatig, and J. Brown 
Swofford, of Dayton, acted as the attor- 
neys for the senate, and General George 
B. Peters, of Memphis; Judge J. M. An- 
derson and Thomas J. Tyne, of Nashville, 
represented the accused senator. Senator 
Byrns presided during the trial. A num- 
ber of witnesses were examined, the last 


‘being senator Eldridge himself. 


Senator Eldridge made a most emphatic 
denial of certain statements made by 
some witnesses and used some strong lan- 
guage On the witness stand, for which he 
was called to order by the acting speaker. 
The floor and galleries of the senate 
Ghamber were crowded with spectators 
during the entire session. After hear- 
ing the evidence of the witnesses the 
senate went into executive session.

HENRY G.TURNER ON STATUS" 
OF PUBLIC PROPERTY FUND 


Hon. Henry G. Turner, of Quitman, for 
sixteen years a member of congress from 
the eleventh Georgia district, takes the 
same view of the status of the pwhblic 
property fund as does State Treasurer R. 
E:; Park. He does not think the treasurer 
can use the money for the purpose of pay- 
ing the teachers. 

Mr, Turner was a member of the con- 
stitutional convention Which adopted the 
constitution of 1877, and during his work 
‘in congress Was at one time chairman of 
the house judiciary committee. Mr. Tur- 
ner’s opiniot? 6n the subjfect is as follows: 

“Hion. R. E. Park, State Treasurer,’ At- 
lanta—Dear Sir: After an absence from 
home for a few days I beg now on my 
return to make a brief reply to your 
recent favor in which you do me the honor 
to ask my opinion upon certain questions 
touching the disposition of the fund in 
the state treasury arising from the sale of 
the public property. You state that it is 
now proposed to use a large part of that 
fund to pay the salaries of the teachers 
of public schools. And you ask whether 
the fund can be so used without violat- 
ing the constitution of the state. The hon- 
orable attorney general having decided 
that it could be so used temporarily, you 
enclose a copy of his official opinion. 

‘Tt is provided in the cede (section 1403) 
that on the 3ist of March, the #th of 
June, the 30th of September and the 3ist 
of December in each year, or a8 sv00n 
thereafter as practicable, the treasurer 
of the state shall place to the credit of 
each county on his books its proportional 
part of the common schoo] fund in the 
treasury, etc. The school fund consists 
of sums arising from poll taxes, special 
taxes on shows, on the sale of spirituous 
and malt liquors, dividends from certain 
bank stock, one-half of the rental of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad, endow- 
ments, devises, gifts and bequests made 
to the state or state board of education, 
the net proceeds of money received by 
the agricultural department of the state 
for the inspection of fertilizers and oil, 
the net amount of convicts and such other 
sums as the legislature shall raise by 
taxation or otherwise for educational pur- 
poses (code, section 1384). It would seem to 
be rather difficuit to determine in advance 
of any quarterly payment to teachers 
what might be the amount of this fund 
arising from so many actual and possi- 
ble sources. 

‘In 1877 the general ussembly passed an 
act which provides: ‘That in order to 
‘make the apportionment of the school 
fund as provided by law and in order to 
make quarterly payments to the teachers 
in the common scaools oi the slate, ine 
treasurer of the state is authorized and 
direcied to draw on the ist day of Airiu 
of eacn and every year tue sual Of >iW,- 
Qu0 to pay the teacners, the same-to De 
prepaid trom the school fund when the 
same shail be paid into the treasury. 
(Acts of 1877, p. 1%). ‘This act is rather 
vague; it specities no tund on which to 
draw, nor does it in terms enact that the 
treasurer shall draw on ‘any funds in the 
treasury.’ It ou.d be remempered that 
the treasury carries large sums for va- 
rious purposes, including the salaries of 
officers ot the state, the pay of members 
of the general assembiy, the support of 
the asylums, etc. Now if it be conceded 
that the act of 1877 is a continuing regu- 
lation of the treasury, why should it not 
apply to these funds, and give the schools 
priority of payment? The answer will be 
mace that there an idle fund in the 
treasury derived from sales of public 
prvmesst: which might most conveniently 

applied to a temporary use, without 
postponing the payment of the general 
appropriations until the teachers are paid. 
The constitution of the state provides that 
the proceeds of the sale of any railroad 
or other: p rty of the state ‘shal) be 
applied to the payment of the bonded 
debt of the state.’ (Code, section 6900). 
These words appear to be piain and un- 
ambiguous, and woukl seem to forbid 
that this fund should be applied to any 
other liability of the stat®. But out of 
abundant caution and to exclude any pos- 
sibility of this. fund being lawfully ap- 
plied to any other liability or use of the

ACCUSED MAN ONLY SMILE 


When Boy Made His Damaging 
' Skatement—According to the 
| Boy, He Was Made Pris- 
oner at Point of a 
Pistol. 


Omaha, Neb.,; April, 25.—In the trial of 
James Callahan on the: charge of con- 
nection with the kidnaping of Edward 
Cudahy. Jr., December 18; 1900, the vic- 
tim took the stand and absolutely identi- 
fied Callahan as the “dark. man” in the 
case. After telling of his confinement in 
a deserted house, which he described 
minutely, young Cudahy’.was addressed 
‘by Attorney Cowin as follows: 

“You may state whether the dark man 
who put a pistol to your head and made 
you a prisoner, and who guarded you 
most of the time in the house, and who 
walked down the street with you, and 
bade you goodby, when you were re- 
leased, was one and the same person.” 

“It was the same man,” 

“Who was that man?” 

“Jim Callahan.” 

“The defendant here in this case?’ 

Yes, sir.’’ 

From this point on Callahan was re- 
ferred to name and no longer by the name 
“dark man.” 


Callahan’s Cynical Smile. 

Callahan betrayed no emotion when the 
boy said he was one of the abductors, 
but a cynical smile played faintly over his 
features. 

Witness testified that Callahan’s mus- 
tache was stubbier a¢ the time of the 
kidnaping than it is now. 

Attorney Hall re-cross-examined 
Cudahy for the defense. Witness admit- 
ted he had gone over the case with Gen- 
eral Cowiln with reference to his testi- 
mony. He again told of the route trav 
ersed, as nearly as he could tell. He ad- 
mitted that the only direct view he had 
of the dark man’s face was when he ap- 
proached him. He admitted that at that 
time he was pretty badly frightened and 
said he could not have identified Callahan 
from “simply seeing hfim.”’ He said the 
police told him they had a man in jail 
and wanted to see if he could identify th» 
prisoner as the dark man. He admitted 
he identified Callahan ‘principally by his 
voice and said he would not be able to 
identify him by his appearance alone. 


Certain of His Idertity. 


In answer to a question the boy:-said he 
was as ceftain: of tha: identity of Calla- 
han as he was of the..identity. of his 
father or mother. He thought it hardly 
possible for there to ‘another voice 
like Callahan’s. He said Callahan had a 
sort of a brogue and gave a peculiar turn 
to some words and sort of talked through 
his teeth. The boy admitted he: wags not 
pcsitive as to’his ideritification of Calla- 
han at the close of the first interview in 
the chief's office, but after a second sit- 
ting was positive in his identification. 

A pony which the kidnaper rode played 
a part this afternoon in connecting James 
Callahan with the kidnaping. Daniel Bur- 
ris, of North Omaha, recognized the pony 
now in evidence as one which he had sold 
to two strangers last October. In one of 
them he recognized James Callahan. The 
other he gaid resembled the photograph 
of Pat Crowe. A further complicity of in- 
terest between Callahan and Crowe was 
disclosed by Mrs. Anna Wreuth, living 
across the sfreet from Callahan’s board- 
ing house. She frequently saw him in 
company with a man called Johnson. 
She was positive in her identification of 
Pat Crowe's picture as that of the so- 
called Johnson.

Capote Addresses President. 

Matters of importance were not touched 
in the interview between the president 
and the delegation, the conversation being 
almost wholly formal. Senor Capote, in 
his address to the president, spoke of the 
desire of the Cubans to have the closest 
possible relations with the United States. 
He said that United States soldiers and 
Cubans had fought s‘de by side and driv- 
en Spain from the island, and the ties be- 
tween the two countries were bound in 
blood. The relationship, therefore, be- 
tween the countries, always should be 
most amicable and closer than that which 
usvally exists between nations. He also 
spoke of the gratitude which Cuba felt 
to the United States for the assistance 
rendered ‘n her liberation. 

In response the president expressed his 
pleasure at meeting the delegation and 
desired through them to extend his kind- 
est wishes to the people of the island. He 
said that his interest in Cuba always had 
been very great and he made reference to 
messages he had sent to congress con- 
cerning the island. Its welfare always 
would be the subject of his most earnest 
consideration. He congratulated the 
members of the delegation upon being 
tmnembers of the Cuban constitutional con- 
vention. He said that it was a high honor 
and ft fell to the lot of but few men to 
have the’ oppontiinity to frame a govern- 
ment gor a republic: 

The most important meeting of the day 
Was a conference in Secretary Root’s of- 
fice lasting from 3 until 6 o’clock in the 
afternoon. Those present were the five 
Cuban delegates, their interpreter, Sec- 
retary Root, General Wood, Assistant 
Secretary of War Sanger, Senor Gon- 
gdies, General Wood's secretary, who 
acted as interpreter a great portion of 
the time. When the meeting adjourned

Must Accept Amendment.

‘Minister Says Reports of Brutalities 
: Are Exaggerated. 


HE FAVORS BIG INDEMNITY 


Thinks China Can Pay $300,000,- 
000—Russia May Aid China 
-To Satisfy Powers.

San Francisco, April %.—Edwin H. 
Ccnger, United States minister to China, 
accompanied by his wife, daughter and 
Miss ‘Pierce, arrived from China this 
afternoon on the steamer Nippon Maru. 
Asked: for an -interview,. Mr, 
Said: - ' 


“I der not wish to make any public 
declaration at this time: I have not yet 
| read .the correspondence 


me here. So far as I am

‘two: mon before I left China. I re- 


accept: if.the. nomination came to me, 
but that.I was in no sense a candidate. 
I do not care to, nor will I, say anything 
further in the matter until I reach Des 
Moines. My present intention and desire 
is to return to China and finish my 
work.”’ 

Touching events in China. Mr. Conger 
turned interviewer and was particularly 
anxious to know what had been done 
by the powers in the matter of indemnity. 
He was asked for his opinion as to the 
amount of indemnity China could pay. 
“Three hundred million doljars,’’ he re- 
plied, accompanying his answer by the 
Statement that it would be necessary 
for the government to practice economy. 
The time of payment, too, should extend 
over a long term of years. 

Concerning events in China, Mr. Con- 
ger said that there was nothing new 
to be said, as everything that happened 
had been told fully, together with many 
things that Tiever occurred. Tales of bru- 
tality had,’ he thought, been exaggerated. 
Of course, there were cases of outrage 
by individual soldiers which were not 
sanctioned by officers. These were but 
incidents of war which found some pal- 
liation in the fact that the Chinese had 
killed forty thousand native Christians 
and one hundred Europeans. Minister 
Conger said that at the expiration of his 
sixty days’ leave of absence he intended 
to return to China. He would go back 
sooner if anything important should 
come up. 

Russia To Pay China’s Debt. 

Paris, April 25.—The Courier du Sofir, 
which is often well informed on minis- 
terial intentions, says tonight that the 
settlement of the Chinese situation is a 
question of finance. The paper says that 
Russia, repeating that operation which 
has had the greatest success, will ad- 
vance China the sum required to pay the 
indemnities and that French savings will 
provide the Russian government with 
the requisite funds. The European troops, 
except the legation garrisons, will then 
leave Pekin and a fresh period will be- 
gin, during which Chinese patience will 
strive to tire out the British and German 
governments in their claims, regarding 
the opening of the ports and the customs. 
Russia, however, wijl retain Manchuria 
as a pledge for the loan. 

This appears to be the general scheme 
of the project that the French foreign 
minister is discussing in St. Petersburg 
with Count Lamsdorff and M. Witte. 

Expedition Is Called Off. 

Pekin, April 25.—The expedition from 
Pao Ting Fu has been entirely called off 
and the French troops have been ordered 
to return to the original station. The 
only casualties suffered by the entire 
expedition were two German soldiers 
killed. With the exception of the formal 
ordering off of the Chinese troops the 
only comment made by the court is a 
brief notice in the official gazette to 
the effect that had a strong enourh mani- 
festation been made through plenipoten- 
tiaries the troops would have been or- 
dered to withdraw before.

FIERCE FLAMES RAGED, 
"FEEDING ON THE DEAD 


Across the River Main the Fire 
_Leaped, and the Fumes of 
Chemicals Drove Rescuers 
Away—Horror Near 

ie | Frankfort. 


Frankfort, April %.—One of the most 
disastrougs.explosions on record occurred 
today at the Electro-Chemical works 
near Griesheim, where smokeless pow- 
der is manufactured. Most of the bollers 
exploded. The noise was so tremendous 
that it was heard af great distances, in- 
cluding Frankfort and Mayence. 

The factory immediately became a mass 
of flames and a northeast wind carried 
the sparks to neighboring villages, where 
several houses were also set on fire. 

Eighteen Gylinders, each containing 
about one hundred-weight of smokeless 
powder, were in the room where the ex- 
plosion oécurred, 

Troops were at once ordered to Gries- 
heim to prevent the fire spreading to the 
large benzine reservoirs near by. Fire 
brigades from every place in the neigh- 
borhood hurried to the scene, but owing 
to the dangerous nature of the disaster 
and the fear of a renewal of the explo- 
sion, the greatest difficulty was experi- 
enced in stopping the progress of the 
fire. Only after five hours’ of strenuous 
effort was the conflagration to some ex- 
tent controlled and the danger passed, so 
as to make it possible to begin the work 
of extricating the bodies. It is feared 
that nearly 200 persons have been killed 
or injured. 

Fifty persons are reported to have been 
killed outright and 140 injured. The three 
boilers of the works exploded. The ex- 
plosion was heard here. The Frankfort 
fire engines, ladders and ambulances have 
goné to the 8ééne of the disaster. 

The number of dead and injured cannot 
be determined until the list of employees 
of the chemical works can be compared 
with the survivors. The fire continues to 
burn, although the greater part of the 
Frankfort fire department and the troops 
are trying to prevent its spread to the 
buildings outside of the fire zone. Hos- 
pitals have been improvised in the vi- 
cinity. 

The flames apparently originated by the 
blowing up of vats or chemicals in the 
explosive department of the works at 3 
o’clock this afternoon. ‘Tihey spread with 
frightful rapidity to the adjacent build- 
ings and then ran over the River Main 
to Schwanheim. When a second explo- 
sion occurred the fumes and masses of 
burning chemicals made it impossible to 
stay in the vicinity. The inhabitants of 
Griesheim were ordered to leave their 
village, which they did, fleeing to Frank- 
fort. 

The last explosion occurred at 7:30 p. 
m., and when it was ascertained that no 
further danger was anticipated, the in- 
habitants were allowed to return to their 
homes. 

At 8:30 o’clock the fire was still burning 
in the center, and the work of taking the 
bodies from the ruins was being carried 
on by torchlight, gdaslight not being ob- 
tainable. 

All railway traffic with Frankfort was 
stopped during the fire, except for trains 
carrying the injured, but it has since 
been resumed. 

Four sheds for dressing the wounds of 
the injured have been erected. The catas- 
trophe originated in a small fire, which 
ignited several receptacles of pioric acid, 
causing a terrific explosion. The houses 
adjoining the factory wéfre partly burned 
and partly demolished by the violence of 
the explosion. It is still impossible to 
say definitely how numerous are the vic- 
tims.

The democratic state convention for the 
nomination of governor, lieutenant gov- 
ernor and attorney general, will be held 
in Norfolk on Wednesday, Augus+ 14th. 
The basis of representation wil be one 
delegate for every 100 votes cast for 
Bryan in the last presidential election. 
This will give a convention of 1,467 dele- 
gates. 

These matters were decided at a meet- 
ing here tonight of the state and execu- 
tive committees, which drew to Richmond 
a large gathering of leading democrats 
from all parts of the state. 

In the fight for the convention Norfolk 
won hands down. She sent up a large 
deleration and the work was easy. Rich- 
mond, Lynchburg and Old Point asked 
for the honor of entertaining the demo- 
cratic hosts, but Norfolk got more votes 
than all the other cities put together. 
The decision is regarded as favorable to 
‘Mr. Swanson. as the impression had gone 
out that he preferred that city. Attorney 
General Montague said that he had no 
preference, but it was generally thought 
he wanted the meeting held here.

Manila, April 2%.—It is reported that 
the rebel, Genera] Cailles, ordered eight 
American prisoners to be shot on April 
Zist, the same day on which he condemn- 
ed to death Colonel Sancio, one of his 
staff officers, and Senor La Rosa, a 
wealthy native who had refused to con- 
tribute to the Insurgent fund.

Object Lessons. 

Each day brings to the coloreqd man 
of the south fresh {illustrations of the 
greater field of opportunity which this 
section furnishes him than he can find 
in the northern states. 

The news comes from Jackson, Miss., 
that white bricklayers imported from 
Chicago to work upon the new capitol 
buildimg under construction there have 
struck and refused to work by the side 
of colored bricklayers. Here in At- 
lanta, and in every city of the south, 
the colored brickmason has an equal 
opportunity to earn his living with 
that given the white artisan and there 
is no color line drawn so far as work 
is concerned. No dolored man, how- 
ever expert he may be, could hope for 
such work in any of the northern 
cities. 

The action of the Union League Club 
in New York in overruling its govern- 
ing’ committee, which had determined 
to discharge all its colored help to 
make way for white men, furnishes 
another illustration of the ever-present 
fact that it is the southern white man 
who understands the negro best and is 
his best friend. 

The officers of that club had deter- 
mined to draw the color line, and that 
action apparently met the full approval 
of the members generally when a 
southern man took up the cudgels in 


behalf of those against whom the line 


was being drawn. It was ex-Congress- 
man John Wise, of Virginia, a former 
confederate soldier, who jumped into 
the breach, as it were, and after a 
vigorous fight saved the neck of. the 
colored brother. 

This little contest is the more sig- 
nificant from the fact that it occurred 
in the Union League Club, the very 
head center of republicanism ang abo- 
litionism. Doubtless the members of

The law of Georgia as it now stands simply 
| has the effect of driving the worst element 
of society against the better. 
ment, of course, includes all of those who do 
not drink intoxicants. It includes all of those 
who accord respect to law, however unwise 
the law may be. Without specifying the sev- 
eral classes that go to make up the worst 
element of society it is sufficient to say that 
those who constitute it have no regard for 
the present law and continue to carry con- 
céaled weapons as of yore, but the law-observ- 
ing, self-respecting men of society does re- 
spect the law and is at all times as occasion 
arises at the mercy of thieves, footpads and 
bullies, There are numberless occasions in 
the present condition of society when a gentle- 
man owes it to himself, and to womanhood 
far more, so to be prepared to afford a Justi- 
fiable protection against such characters, 

It is true, unfortunately, in this day of 
civilization, that the better element of fo- 
ciety, male as well as female, is not able to 
cope with the worst element physically. It is 
hardly necessary to remind you that the re- 
sult is almost invariably when a law-observ- 
ing, self-respecting man, disregarding the in- 
equalities involved, resents the insolence and 
offensiveness of the average bully and ruffian 
with the simple means that nature has pro- 
vided. A blow invites the inevitable pistol 
or knife ninety-nine times in a hundred. All 
he accomplishes, perhaps, is to give the vil- 
lain something of an excuse for the murder 
that follows or is attempted. This is 80, 
isn’t it? 

A man that cannot go about without a pis- 
tol is a coward at heart, no doubt; but there 
are times in the present arrangement of so- 
clety, we repeat, when it is the duty of the 
gentleman and the Christian to qualify him- 
self as a protector and his doing so should 
not warrant the implication of malice, cow- 
ardice or murderous instinct. 

It is true our law allows him the right to 
do this, but with a qualification that renders 
it offensive to a man or woman of proper 
‘‘twentieth century’’ feeling. It is only nat- 
ural that it should be so. The time may or 
may not come when small firearms will be 
carried in the open manner that the sword 
was worn before the invention of firearms. 

As stated our present law simply arms the 
worst element of society against the better. 
This being so, it may be regarded as highly 
defective and should be repealed. 

The right to bear arms should be taxed 
and a list should be kept of those who claim 
the right by virtue of having paid the tax. 
This is the law that prevails in the great- 
est of our states. It is better than our law, 
In order that you may fully comprehend the 
protest I make against it, I repeat that it 
can be readily shown that the majority cf 
bad men, white and black, carry concealed 
weapons, despite the law and with impunity, 
unless they happen to get drunk and disclose 
the secret, : 

The law as it stands is productive of evil 
sather than good and it should be changed.

Dr. Hflis and @ number of other min- 
isters declined to lend their presence to 
the Professor's Brooklyn debut. and this 
is the*‘reason Dr. Hillis gives: 

“My refusal to meet Mr, Herron at the 
Get-Together Club next Monday night 
was not based upon his position as a 
socialist, bis criticisms of the church or 
of the administration. I notice that he 
says the church is ‘a practical atheism. 
and supports all the fundamental immor- 
alities of public life and fitdustry:’ that 
President McKinley is ‘assassinating the 
liberties of the Philippines,’ and that the 
most honored members of society are its 
parasites.

Such were the demands of 
the country for development that capital 
could find opportunity for profitable use, 
in the place of its accumulation, in any 
part of the land. The enormous accumu- 
lations of the day when, as we see, there 
are $50,000,000 lying in a banker’s office 
absolutely aching to be exchanged for se- 
curities netting less than 4 per cent were 
unknown. 

This fact and the perfect steadiness of 
the bond market, where there can be com- 
paratively little speculative buying, and 
where one heavily giltedged 4 per cent 
security still sells at 114, would seem to 
indicate that when the crash comes in 
stocks the fall will not be so far as it has 
been before. The level of all dividend- 
paying stocks must be in the future far 
higher than it has been in the past. The 
causes are permanent. They are found 
in the fact not only of increased business, 
which may be a transient element of 
price, but in great reduction of interest 
charges through refunding, in the great 
economies of administration introduced in 
the hard t!mes, and in the cessation of 
unprofitable competition, owing to the 
consolidation of control. They are found 
also in the fact that while our visible fa- 
vorable balance of trade is larger than 
ever before, owing to the growth of man- 
ufactured exports, the invisible deduction 
is smaller. While the excess of exports 
over imports has varied from $529,- 
000,000 to $615,000,000 for the last 
three years, where $264,000,000 was 
its highest volume in the fat years 
prior to 1880, the return drain of interest 
on American investments not merely has 
not been increased; it has been steadily 
and greatly diminished. The certain net 
result of this must be to make cheap 
money and dear stocks a comparatively 
normal condition. 

In view of these conditions The 
Press expresses the hope that “when 
the gamblers get through ang the panic 
which they have created follows” in- 
vestors may step in to check the ruin 
which they have set in train. In this 
way the business prostration usually 
consequent upon the diversion of great 
sums from legitimate enterprises may 
be averted. The Press does not, how- 
ever, take a very optimistic view of 
the situation. 

At the same time the indications in 
New York are that there is enough 
money in the control of those now 
heavily interested in the market’ to 
keep up the buying and to sustain 
prices practically at the present level. 
This is, however, mere opinion. It is 
undoubtedly true that the purchase of 
dividend paying securities will contin- 
ue, but there must come a time when 
the tide will turn so far as those se- 
curities based on over capitalization 
are concerned. There are such securi- 
ties being heavily traded in. 


Oppertinities in Turkey. 

Turkey seems to be waking up. The 
announcement recently made that ex- 
pert mineralogists have gone from 
this country to make a study of the 
resources of Turkey for the sultan is 
now followed by reports indicating in- 
dustrial openings in various lines.

different countries have contributed to 
bring them about. This country must 
be credited with the original invention 
and also with many .of the improve- 
ments, Bell, Gray and Edison all be- 
ing Americans: but England and Ger- 
many have likewise played an impor- 
tant part in perfecting the telephone. 

But Sweden now enters the list of 
countries interested in overcoming the 
defects of the telephone and furnishes 
an improvement which will no doubt 
meet with general adoption. One of 
her practical electricians has invented 
an ingenious device whereby ‘“‘eaves- 
droppers” listening to conversations 
over the wire can be detected. On ac- 
count of this evil the use of telephones 
has been almost entirely abandoned in 
matters requiring secrecy or delicate 
handling. In fact, no one can go to 
the telephone without feeling that 
some impertinent eavesdropper is on 
the wires waiting to hear the conver- 
sation. Of course, the fault is due 
largely to the failure of the central of- 
fice to properly adjust connection and 
in getting the wires crossed and in 
bringing the wrong parties to the tele- 
phone by mistake; but since this trou- 
ble is likely to occur at any time, even 
under the best regulated systems, it is 
important that some check should be 
provided against it as in the case of 
the invention to which we now refer. 

This unique device is not an instru- 
ment for shooting electricity into the 
ears of intruders and shocking them 
for interfering in the affairs of other 
people. On the contrary, it is absolute- 
ly harmless. Pressing a button, the 
party who uses the telephone brings 
the “detector” into service. If the 
central office is the intruder, the fact 
is indicated by a red maitese cross be- 
hind the glass front of a metal box, 
and if some third party is listening 
over the wire the fact is disclosed by 
a white maltese cross, and the lights 
continue until the offenders have with- 
drawn. Reports indicate that the ex- 
periment works successfully, and there 
is good reason to believe that the in- 
vention will soon be applied to the im- 
provement of the system on this side 
of the water. 


In this connection we cannot for- 


bear touching upon the contrast which 
the world at the beginning of the twen- 
tieth century presents to the world at 
the beginning of the last. Whg dream- 
ed of telegraphs and telephones and 
electric lights and steam railways or 
even sewing machines one hundred 
years ago?

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MONTAGU WHITE ON 
BOERS AND THEIR CAUSE 


Mr. Montagu White, the Englishman 
who has acted as representative of the 
Boers in London and, since the present 
war, in the United States, has just reé- 
turned to this courtry from a trip to 
Europe and, in a communication fo The 
New York Sun, states the facts of the 
Scuth African situation as he sees them. 

“T have jvst returned from WBwvrope 
where I met a'number of persons, a few 
from the Boer fighting camps whicn 
they have quitted for legitimate reasons 
as recently as the end of January, and 
others from Johannesburg and Pretoria. 
from which places they have been de- 
perted by the British authorities,” writes 
Mr. White. “They one and all tell the 


same story. The Boers in the field with- 


to, 


out exception are determined to fight on 


| to the end unless their independence is 


recognized. Even the victims of the re- 
concentrado system, who are huddled in 
camps and who are fed upon weevilly corn 
and damaged sugar (see The London 
Dally News of April 10), share the optim- 
ism of those in the field as to the ulti- 
mate triumph of their cause. The poor- 
est of the burghers is resolved to con- 
tinue the struggle until foreed to surren- 
der, and it Is a gratifying fact to record 
that very few of the officials have ac- 
cepted service under the British govern- 
ment... However, desperate their cause 
may be to onlookers at a distance, there 


are no grounds for the pessimistic views 


of some of the friends of the Bocrs as 
far as the feelings of Boers themselves 
are concerned. 


“It seems incredible that respectabie 


\journals shovld persist in publishing de- 


liberate and circumstantial reports about 
ill treatment of Uitlanders and peace én- 
voys. They have all, first and last, proved 
to be lies. Several men like Lanham, Dr. 
Walker and others who were reported to 
have been murdered in cold blood at the 
beginning of the war, are still alive, and 
Andreas Weesels, veace envoy, reported 
to. have been shot by order of General De- 
Wet, is now known to be alive and weil. 
The reports as to General DeWet’s mad- 
ness and other stupid atories as to Presi- 
dent Steyn ccunselling surrender are all 
part of the same campaign of falsehood 
and caltmny against the Boers. 

“The otstacles to peace have been 
rrised by the British themselves. The 
gieat opportunity was lost after the sur- 
render of General Cronje at Paardeberg. 
This disaster for a time so disheartened 
the Boers tl-at had Lord Roberts. instead 
of insisting on unconditional surrender, 
offered anything like generous terms, it is 
certain that peace would have been es- 
tablished long since. What prolonged 
the war was the demand for uncondition- 
al surrender end the issue of Lord Rob- 
ert’s proclamations, with the burning of 
homesteads, the destruction of crops and 
gcrdens, the carrying off of cattle and, 
above all, the Tarrying of women.” 


"The greatest indignation but no dis- 
may has been caused among the Boers 
by--the policy of feeding those women and 
children who had relatives at the front on 
half rations. This has been admitted by 
Mr Broderick. the secretary of state for 
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stupid and futile as it undoubtedly was 
wicked. 

“As to their means of carrying on the 
war, the Boers have enough ammunition 
to last with care for a long time, and the 
winter season now coming on tells more 
against the British than against the 


| burghers. The policy of the Take’ may be 


effective on the high veldt, but it is ab- 
solutely powerless in the more mountain- 
ous districts of the northeast. In fact 
the Boers have no object in giving up 
the struggle, but much to gain in con- 
tinuinge it until an equitable settlement 
is in sight. The burghers have lost every- 
thing they had, their farmhouses have 
been destroyed and the measure of de- 
struction is hardly credible The very 
fru't trees and orange orchards raised 
with so much care and expense have in 
some districts been cut down apparently 
in a spirit of vindictive vandalism. 


‘‘As to the British position it is too ap- 
parent and well known to call for treat- 
ment in detail, The war is causing preju-, 
dice to British interests all over the 
world. from China to Europe and the 
United States of America. How mo- 
mentous the effects of this war are and 
will be in the British Isles themselves 
are plainly indicated by the recent budget 
speech of Sir Michael Hicks-Beach. Then, 
too. in Germany, which is probably the 
strongest pro-Boer center in the world In 
spite of the fact that the sentiments of 
the emperor and the court are hostile to 
the two republics, it is evident that the 
widening gulf between the emperor and 
his people is urging him to use his in- 
fluence in the direction of bringing the 
war to an end. In fact the position of the 
Boers at the present moment is better 
than it has been at any time during the 
last fourteen months since the battle of 
Pagrdeberg. The burghers in the field, 
thouzth some of them are only twenty 
years of age. can be regarded as seasoned 
veterans. 


“As to the reports that the Boers are 
misled by their advisers in BDurope who 
hold out to them hopes of foreign com- 
plications and foreign intervention, there 
is absolutely no foundation for them, On 
the contrary the decision to continue the 
war was arrived at without hope or ex- 
pectation of foreign assistance, and with- 
out any reference to thetr advisers in 
Burope. Some friends of the Boer cause 
discountenance any agitation in their be- 
half, alleging that it would be cruel to 
encourage or prolong a hopeless strug- 
gle, but they need be under no apprehen- 
sion on that score. for, in the first place, 
the Boers do not think their stnugglie 
hoveless by any means, and, secondly, 
agitation may affect English public opin- 
fon. but it certainly will not influence the 
Boers in the field, for they are not Ilkely 
to hear of it. 

“There is one point on which I particu- 
larly wish to dwell. I am told that some 
friends appear to have lost sympathy 
with the Boers because President Steyn 
and General Botha rejected the preposter- 
ovs terms offered by Mr. Charznberilain 
and Sir Alfred Milner. Now. however 
sympathetic the friends of the Boers may 
be. or however desirous they may be to 
see the sufferings of the latter brought to 
an end, yet it must be borne in mind. as 
I sald. that they do not consider their 
strugzie hopeless, and their*generals and 
official advisers like Messrs. Steyn and 
Burger are perfectly competent to decide 
what terms they can accept without be- 
ing varties to their own subjugation and 
the loss of their independence. 


“They stand ready to risk their lives 


| rather than be consenting parties to a |; 
dishonorable settlement or to a disgrace- 
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ful surrender to an enemy who has so 
far proved implacable. and for whose 
gz00d falth they have unfortunately few 
precedents or guarantees in their past 
dealings or conventions. 

“The world is not likely to forget the 
lessons of the South African war. A re- 
markable aspect of this remarkable war 
has been the powerlessness of wealth. 
There two republics have been pitted 
against the richest power on earth, and 
the sympathies of cosmopolitan wealth 
have been almost without exception ac- 
tively directed against the Boers, yet not- 
withstanding these drawbacks the latter 
have carried on the war to such a point 
that even if their hopes should not be 
crowned with success, the ultimate vic- 
tory of the British will be a great moral 
disaster if not a material defeat.’’

Comptroller General Wright heard ru- 
mors that the company’s capital had been 
impaired to a considerable extent, and 
wrote to the insurance commissioner of 
New York state for information with re- 
gard to the matter. 

The comptroller general has just re- 
ceived a letter telling him that the com- 
pany’s assets have been impaired to the 
extent of about $490,000. In what way the 
impairment came about the letter loes not 
state, but the insurance commissioner of 
New York says that he has given the 
‘company sixty days in which to make the 

_imapairment good in accordance with the 
-Tequirements of the laws of that state. 

Under the laws of Georgia whenever a 
company’s assets are impaired more than 
twenty per cent, the insurance commi¢s- 
stoner notifies the ccmvany that it must 
stop doing business in the state until the 
impairment is made good. 

Having received notice of the impair- 
ment of the Manhattan's assets to the 
extent named, Insurance Commissioner 
Wright will notify the president of the 
company that it cannot do business in

growing peaches for sale in north- 
ern markets are not yet out of 


the mud. Though the weather has been 
generous enough to leave them'a good 
part of the crop, they still have several 
difficulties to contend with, and the ex- 
act size of the crop. like that of cotton, 
will not be known until it is marketed. 
State Entomologist W: M. Scott men- 


| thoned yesterday three important dan- 


gers which are threatening the peach 
crop still, and which may cut it down be- 
low one-half of what it was last: year. 

“In the first place,” said Mr. Scott, 
“the danger from the recent cold spell 
has not entirely passed. It was first 
thought, however, that the damage would 
be miuch greater than it has been, be- 
cause the leaves of the trees were 
‘scorched’ by the cold. It turns out, 
though, that this has not affected the 
crop a8 much as was expected. 

“There is ome danger from the cold, 
however, that still confronts the peach 
growers. The chances are that the cold 
yo ther has weakened the stems in 

case there’ wilt, be considerable 
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| more dropping off of fruit than usual. 


There is always more or less dropping in 
June, but the weakening of the stems is 


“In the mext place,” Mr. Scott said. 
= curculio is already getting in its 

ork. Every peach grower knows what 
the curculio is. It is the beetle that lays 
the eggs that make worms in peaches. 
The orchard men always count on more 
or less loss from this source. This year, 
however, the bug seems to be getting in 
his work in good shape, and the loss 
from this source is not Hkely to be below 
the average. 

“In the third place, the brown rot is 
to be feared this vear ag much as ever. 
There was considerable of it in the neach 
orchards last year, and many of the 
spores were left on the trees. The dan- 
ger from this source, therefore, is con- 
siderable. 

“The peach crop left by the intermit- 
tent spells of cold weather will” not be 
more than half a crop. There was no 
cold spell of sufficient intensity to wipe 
out the whole crop, but the work has 
been done little by little. and withont 
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any other backsets there would be only 
haif the usual crop. Now, all peach 
growers usually make an allowance of a 
loss of 15 to % per cent from the curculio 
and from brewn rot, so that when thKis 
is taken off—and there will be a good 
average loss from these sources this year 
—it will be seen that there will really 
be only % to #@ per cent of a crop.” 

Mr. Scott has just returned to the city 
from an inspection of some of the peach 
orchards, and his estimate of the crop 
is based on personal inspection as wall 
as upon information from other sources 
to which he has applied scientific facts. 

The indications are, therefore, that 
Georgia will have rather a short peach 
crop this year. Two months ago the 
railroad people were looking for some- 
thing like 2,500 cars from the state. Now 
it is believed they will do well if they 
get 1,000 to 1,200 cars. 

Mr. Scott said that all of the orchard 
men are spraying their trees with bor- 
deaux, a combination of blue stone and 
lime for brown raf. If they will add two 
ounces of paris green to fifty gallons of 
bordeaux,:it will aid materially in get- 
ting rid of the curculio.

Decision of Supreme Court Results 
in a Fruitless Search for the 
Former Detective—Report 
Says Slaughter Is Out 
of City. 


Ex-Chief of Detectives Bradley Slaugh- 
ter is wanted by Sheriff Nelms, as the su- 
preme court has handed down a decision 
sustaining the lower court in the convic- 
tion of the ex-chief on the charge of lar- 
ceny. The same decision included the 
cage against Horace Looney, a son of ex- 
Detective Looney. 

Elaugntecr was sought for by the sheriff 
yéecterday and last night and could not 
be found. His fine was $250 and if the fine 
is not paid he wil have to serve twelve 
menths in the chaingang. A report was 
circulated yesterday that Slaughter was 
on his way to California. 

A strange feature of the case is that 
there is no bond for Bradley Slaughter. 
The sheriff says the county clerk. should 
bave seen to a renewal of the bcnd, and 
the. clerk says he believes the bond is 
all right, and, if it is not, then the pris- 
coner should have been hehi until it was 
made all right. 

Bond or no bond, Bradley Slaughter 
eculd not be found jn the city yesterday, 
and last night the police reported that 
he had not been seen about his usual 
haunts.

“non est inventus,’’ as the lawyers say.

The evidence in the case 
was that he got a negro boy to steal from 
a jewelry store and that he then went to 
the jeweler and ‘‘worked’’ up the robbery 
for a mcney consideration. The jewe!er 
was not satisfied with the way in Which 
he, as well as the case, had been ‘‘work- 
ed,” and he reported the matter to the 
city detectives, of whom Slaughter had 
once been the chief. 

Looney was mixed up in the same tran- 
saction. 

Sheriff and Clerk Talk About Bond. 
' When reen last night by a reporter of 
The Constitution Sheriff Nelms said: 

“T have tried to find Bradley Siaughter, 
but so far have failed. There is no bond 
for him. The bcnd should have been re- 
newed by the clerk as soon as there was 
a motion for a new trial and the case 
taken up. The bond which I took was for 
the man’s appearance for trial and it is 
worthless now.” 

Clerk Arnold Broyles said to the re- 


| porter: 


“I know very little about the Bradley 
Slaughter case.

LIFE-TIME CONVICT FOR 
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FOUR STICKS OF CANDY 


There was tried in the recorder’s court 
yesterday morning a negro with a most 
remarkable criminal record. 

The man was Rider Dillard. Twenty- 
five years ago, when he was a boy of 
eleven years of age, Dillard was convict- 
ed with five men of arson, and was given 
a sentence of ninety-nine years. All the 
others died in the penitentlary, and Dil- 
lard was pardoned by the late Governor 
Atkinson. All the boy got out of the ar- 
son was four sticks of candy. 

The convict went into the penitentiary 
a child and he came out a man thirty- 
two years of age. 

Two days ago he was arrested on two 
charges of burglary, and yesterday morn- 
ing Recorder Broyles bound him over in 
a bond of $500, and Dillard is now in the 
Tower, with the prospect of returning 
to the penttentiary for several more 
years, 

The negro does not mind going back to 
the penitentiary. In fact, he seems to 
rather like the idea. 

**You see, boss,’’ he told a reporter of 
The Constitution, ‘I stayed in the gang 
so long that I don’t feel exactly right 
when I am out of it. I worked hard 
and got plenty to eat, and that is" more 
than, most of the niggers what I've seen, 
get in Atlanta.”’ 


About twenty-five years ago a country 
residence near Ducktown was burned at 
night. Five negro men and Rider Dil- 
lard, a small country darkey, were ar- 
rested and convicted of the crime. Dil- 
lard told about the affair, stating that 
the five men did the burning and hired 
him to watch the road to see if anybody 
was coming. The pay the boy got for 
his part in the transaction was four 
sticks of peppermint candy. After he 
had served twenty-one years and nine 
months, Dillard was pardoned by Gov- 
ernor Atkinson, and he came to Atlanta. 

A few days ago Call Officer Cornett 
investigated a burglary at No. 124 Court- 
land atreet in which a negro woman's 
room had been broken open and a lot of 
clothing stolen. The next day one of the 
stolen dresses was found on a woman, 
and she was arrested. The prisoner told 
Detectives Lanford and Kilpatrick that 
she bought the dress from Rider Dillard, 
and later Dillard was arrested. When the 
detectives searched Dillard's house they 
found a large lot of stolen goods, and 
evidence was secured to fasten two bur- 
glaries on the prisoner. ° 

Dillard laughs about his arrest, and 
says he feels as if he was going back 
‘“*home.”’ 

While in the corridor of the city prison 
yesterday eating kis dinner he loosened 
two cell door locks in three or four min- 
utes and did the work with a piece of 
wood. He did this merely to show the

that have been added are skilled perform- 
ers. 

Director Henry Card has the band in 
splendid form and some excellent musical 
programmes are promised.

lished, ° 

The contract that the park commision- 
ers have with the band calls for forty 
concerts. These concerts will be given 
on Sunday afternoons and Tuesday and 
Thursday nights. There will be no Sun- 
day night concerts and only sacred music 
will be rendered on Sunday afternoons. 
All the latest popular airs will be played 
when the week nights are given. 

There are three éxcellent bandstands

It was shown that through collusion a 
negro bootblack named Jackson induced a 
negro named Fluelien to steal a ring an4d 
then a watch from Schaul’s store. The 
watch was finally identified by Schaul as 
having been stolen from his stock. Fiu- 
elien stated that he had been induced to 
steal-the rroperty by Jackson. 

The supreme court holds that even 
though the defendants did not intend to 
keep the property that was _§stol- 
en from the store. they still were 
guilty of larceny because they 
had the work done and expected to profit 
by it through getting the reward otf $% 
for catching the thief. Conspiracy, the 
court says, is clearly indicated by the evi- 
dence, the defendants having plotted to 
get the $50 fee for catching the thief. 

There is no such thing as an accessory 
in a misderreanor, the ccurt statss, and 
therefore the defendants can expect noth- 
ing from that plea. All parties involved 
in a misdemeaner are principals in the 
eyes of the law. 

Slaughter and Looney, therefore, will 
have to pay their fines or serve the sen- 
tences on the chaingang as imposed by

Against Bluthenthal & Bickart 


MANY OTHERS TO BE FILED 


Suit Claims an Infring2ment of the 
Copyright of Benedictine—More 
Suits To Be'Filed Against 
Same Firm and Others 
on the List, 


The first suit growing out of the seiz- 
ures of liquors with imitation foreign la- 
bels in Atlanta by W. F. Strauss, repre- 
senting the importers of New York, was 
filed jy the United States court yester- 
day against Bluthenthal & Bickart. 

The suit was filed in the name of the 
Societe Anonyme de la Distillerie de la 
Liqueur Benedictine de lADbaye Fecamp, 
a French corporation which manufactures 
the liqueur commonly known as benedic- 
tine. The attorneys representing the pe- 
titioners are Messrs. John L. Hopkins & 
Sons. 

The petition asks a perpetua] injunction 
against Bluthentha!] & Bickart to prevent 
them from making or selling the spurious 
brand of benedictine, and states that the 
defendants have endamaged the plaintiff 
company at least in the sum of $10,000 and 
perhaps a great deal more. 

This is only a beginning of the suits 
that will be filed as the result of Mr. 
Strausse’s seizures. Seven or eight more 
suits wih be filed against Bluthenthal & 
Bickart, it is understood, on behalf of 
parties who make different brands of 
liquors and whose copyrights are claimed 
to have been infringed. 

Not only that, but eight or ten Atlanta 
firms will be sued within the next few 
days in the same manner as Bluthenthal 
& Bickart. Their names could not be as- 
certained yesterday, but it is understood 
Mr. Strauss has instructed his attorneys 
to proceed against tne parties in every 
case, and suits for injunction and for 
damages will be brought. 

The Benedictine Suit. 

The suit filed yesterday is brought 
against the firm of Bluthenthal & Bick- 
art, composed of Aaron Bluthenthal and 
M. L. Bickart. 

It states that A. Legrand, of Paris, 
France, began the manufacture of bene- 
dictine in 1863. His company was incor-. 
porated in 1876. Since then, he states, he 
has built up a trade in the United States 
and Canada. He claims that Bluthenthal 
& Bickart have been making an dselling 
the spurious benedictine for at least five 
years. Among the exhibits in the case 
are two bottles of the liqueur, one the 
genuine and the other the imitation. None 
but a practiced eye wwuld detect the dif- 
ference between them. It is claimed that 
the stuff sold by Bluthenthal & Bickart 
is inferior in quality to the genuine, that 
it costs less to make it and can be sold 
at a very much lower price. It is stated 
that even the special label of the Ameri- 
can agent is counterfeited on the imitation 
goods. 

It is also set forth in the petition that at 
1 o'clock a .m. on Apri] 24th Bluthenthal 
& Bickart attempted to remove from their 
place of business on Marietta street a 
large quantity of contraband goods upon 
which were imitation trademarks, Their 
place, it ts stated, had been searched by 
revenue officers and a large amount of 
spurious and counterfeit stuff found. 

The petition asks in addition to per- 
petual injuncfion that Bluthenthal & 
Bickart be required to render an account 
of all the stuff they have sold under these 
imitation labels and to pay whatever 
damages may be assessed. 

Judge Newman, upon reading the peti- 
tion, granted a temporary injunction, and 
set the case for a hearing On May 4th. 

It ig said that the seizures of stuff made 
since Mr. Strauss came to Atlanta will 
amount to something like $10,000.

HELD FOR DEATH OF SMITH. 


Pugilist Jack Roberts and His Man- 
ager Are Arrested. 

London, April 2%.—Jack Roberts, who 
was pitted against Billy Smith in the 
fight before the National Sporting Club 
Monday, that resulted in Smith's death 
and Bettinson, manager of the club, to- 
gethér with the referee, timekceper and 
four seconds, were arraigned in the Bow 
street police court today on the charge 
of manslaughter. The magistrate remani- 
ed the accused on their own recogniz- 
ances in $100 each. 

Nat Smith, brother of “Billy” Smith, 
said: 

“The National Sporting Club is deter- 
mined to secure, if possible, an autopsy, 
for we are sure that apoplexy was not 
the cause of death. It is certain that 
my brother was given something to drink 
at the end of the seventh round, and 
after that he was utterly helpless. He 
had the fight won when he began to stag- 
ger about the ring and fell unconscious. 


He never got up again. It is a difficult 
matter to prove, as everybody has been 
interested in hushing up the scandal; but 
I shall have my say at the inquest if it 
is possible.’’

TESTIMONY IN WRECK CASE.

Engineer Flynn was subjected to A 
seivere cross-examination by the at- 
torneys for the prosecution. He testified as 
to the character of the foundations upon 
which the culvert was supported. the 
character of its walls, the floor of the 
barrel of the culvert, its size and ca- 
pacity and the character of the earth fill 
over and around it. 

When cross-examined by Attorney 
Hoke Smith, for the prosecution, Flynn 
said. among other things, that tf cracks 
were developed in the culvert, such as 
Attorney Smith described, the indication 
was obvious that the walls had been 
undermined some months before the 
wreck occurred, 

R. H. Eddington testified as to the 
character of the stone and cement used tn 
the construction of the culvert. He will 
resume his testimony at 10 o'clock this 
morning.

General G. A, Watkins. of Detroit, 
Mich., had been assigned to respond to 
the toast. ‘Cost of Life Insurance.” In 
his absence the chairman calied wpon Mr. 
Henry C. Lippincott, manager of agen- 
cies of the company, who, among other 
things, said: . 

If the life insurance companies of 
he country could furnish a policy for 
000 at a cost of per year for 
every age, they would cheerfully do 
so, for in such case they would best 
serve the purpose of their institution 
by rendering it poss:®le for. every 
head of a. camally to make their family 
entirely secured. 

The speaker said there was no such a 
possibility, and went on to remark that 
he belleved all the companies were stu- 
dioushs. addressing themselves to reduc 
ing thi st to the lowest limit in order 
that t might be the widest diffusion 
of its benefits. Ho sat the cost was 
within certain limits practically fixed, 
Nothing under the sum except improved 
climatic and hygienic conditions could 
greatly prolong the life of man, and while 
he thought there had been some addition 
to the average duration of human life, 
men certainly died at a rate which was 
well undetstood by the companies, and 
based upon which the charge mist rest. 
Another important factor in the cost of 
life insurance was the rate of interest 
obtainable upon invested funds. This it- 
self was not the subject of control by the 
companies, and they must accept the best 
that could be obtainea. A third factor 
was the expense of management, and 
this was largely due to the necessity for 
educating the public to the duty of life 
insurance and impressing upon it the im- 
portanee of discharging that duty. If 
men In cOnsiderable numbers voluntarily 
insured their lives, there would in the 
be a very large reduction in cost. But 
simplé and plain as the duty of insurance 
is. men were negligent and needed to be 
persuaded. 

During his address the speaker gave 
many illustrations of the point and at its 
conclusion was warmly applauded. 

Lucian L. Knight Speaks. 
One of the most eloquent addresses of 
the evening was the \Xeautiful response 
of Lucian L. Knight to the toast ‘‘Atlan- 
ta.”

6. Whether a divorce and permanent ali- 
mony granted at the instance of the wife, 
on account of misconduct of the husband, 
would discharge the obligation of the bond, is 
a question not involved in this case. 

7. The institution of a suit for divorce by 
the wife, and the fact that one verdict for 
divorte has been obtained, as well as a decree

| Book Is Intended To Give Outsigers 
the Best Obtainable Informa- 
tion Concerning the City. 


The discussion in the columns of The 
Constitution calling attention to the ne- 
cessity for renublishing the  iliustrated 
handbook, ‘‘Atlanta,’’ has excited gen- 
eral interest among the business men of 
the city. 

The handbook in ‘eaeliaae was published 
about two years ago, the expense being 
borne jointly by the city and the cham- 
ber of commerce. It has been in great 
demand and the edition of 10,000 copies 
was exhausted some months ago. 

Inquiries for information regarding the 
commercial and residential conditio~« ex- 
isting in Atlanta camé to the chamber 
of commeré¢e in rreat number. The mayor 
and other city officials recelve manv such 
inquiries; others come to private citizens 
anu are referred to the chamber of com- 
merce for attention. 

When the last copies of the pamphlet 
“Atlanta’’ had been sent out the cham- 
ber of commerce made an effort to se- 
cure an appropriation from the cit-- coun- 
cil for its republication. The council wa¢ 
practically unanimous-in believing .aat an 
a~~ropriation should be made, but the 
city attorney ruled that such an appro- 
priation would be illegal, so the measure 
failed. 

The umited income of the chamber of 
commerce makes it impossible for that 
organization to bear the expense of re- 
publishing the handbook. ‘These facts 
were plainly set forth in a card from 
Secretary T. H. Martin, which was pub- 
lished in The Constitution of Sunday last. 

Judge H. B. Tompkins has announced 
his determination to raise the amount 
necessary, by private subscription. To 
this end he has contributed $25 and has 
personallv undertaken the task of se- 
curing the balance necessary—about 
$1,000. 

Speaking of the matter yesterday, 
Judge Tompkins said; 

‘I .believe that the illustrated hand- 
book ‘Atlanta,’ published two years ago, 
has accomplished marvelous benefit for 
our city. It gave in a concise way the 
information that is desired by § those 
seeking new locations, either for factory 
or residence. 

“There is a strong feeling upon the 
part of many to whom I have taiked 
that the expense should be borne by the 
citv. Possibly this is true, for the book 
would benefit all interests, but every ef- 
fort has been made to secure an appro- 
priation from council and that body has 
finally declined to act, for the reason 
that an expenditure of public funds for 
such a purpose would be illegal. 

‘So private subscription is the only 
thing remaining. I have presented the 
matter to a number of our business and 
professional men and feel confident that 
the necessary amount will be _ raised. 
Some effort will be necebsary, but this 
was expected in the beginning. I thi-s 
that the fund will be completed within 
the next few. days.’’

MILK DEPOT T0 
BE CONSIDERED 


Board of Health Committee To Take 
Matter Up. 


MEETING WILL BE HELD 


Dairymen Are To Be Invited To Give 
Their Views. 


DEPOT TO. BE CENTRALLY LOCATED 


All Milk Sold in City Would Have 
To Receive Approval of Inspec- 
tor on Duty There. 


The movement to establish qa. milk de- 
pot in Atlanta is assuming something like 
definite shape. | 

Dr. B. W. Bizzell, chairman of the com- 
mittee appointed from the board of 
health to look into this particular mat- 
ter, will have a conference with the other 
members of the committee in the next 
day or so, and an invitation will be ex- 
tended to every dairyman doing business 
in the city to meet with this committee, 
probably some time next week, for the 
purpose of thoroughly discussing the 


milk depot plan. 

Dr. Bizzell, who is the originator of the 
present movement, feels positive that 
something definite will be accomplished 
at this meeting. It is the purpose to 
have the various dairymen give their 
views on the subject that action, when it 
is taken, may be well calculated to ‘do 
the most good, not only to the citizens 
who are consumers of milk, but also to 
the milk men themselves. 

The plan as now considered contem- 
plates the establishment of a milk depot 
to be as centrally located as possible, and 
to be under the direct supervision of the 
board of health. 

The statistics gathered by the inspec- 
tors of the board show that an immense 
amount of milk is consumed by Atlan- 
tans. During the past year on an aver- 
age of 1,499 gallons of sweet milk each 
day has been sold by milkmen in the city, 
together with 2,130 gallons of buttermilk, 
272 gallons of skimmed milk and 101 gal- 
lons of cream. The cows supplying this 
amount of milk number 2,129, as far as 
the board has been able to ascertain. 

What Dr. Bizzell Says. 

“Tt is my intention,” said Dr. Bizzell 
yesterday, “to confer with the members 
of the committee to which this matter 
was referred and arrange a meeting of 
the dairymen, who naturally are inter- 
ested in this plan for the establishment 
of the milk depot. It is probable that we 
shall call a meeting to take place some 
time next week. This meeting will be 
held in the council chamber and all the 
milkmen will be invited to attend. 

‘We desire to have the views of the 
dairymen that we may arr.nge plans 
that will be of the most benefit to all con- 
cerned. Atlanta certainly needs a milk 
depot. With such an institution the in- 

spection of milk could then be reduced 
to a splendid system. I believe that the 
movement will meet with favor and that 
the depot will be established in a compar- 
atively short time. Of course there are 
manwv «..ails that have to be considered 
before definite action is taken.”’ 


COURT UPHOLDS HERRINGTON 


Athens Dispensary Dispute Is 
Again Decided by the 
~ $upreme Court. 


The supreme court decided the Athens 
éispensary case yesterday for the third 
«or fourth time. It seems that the Athens 
dispensary gets ints the court whenever 
there is to te a division of the profits 
arising from the sale of liquors between 
the county and the city. 

This time the county of Clarke brought 
svit against S. M. Herrington, ordinary, 
whom the law empowers, in conjunction 
with the mayor of Athens, to make the 
division of the profits between the county 
ar.d city. The county objected to the plan 
agreed on by the ordinary, holding that 
it was not getting enough of the proceeds. 
The desire of the county commissioners 
was to have the net profits .divided in 
acecrdance with the amount of taxable 
rroperty in the city and county, pro rata. 

The supreme court decides against the 
county commissior.ers ani holds that 
where no charge of fraud or collusion is 
brought against the ordinary, and where 
such a case cunnot be made out, a court 
of equity cernot compel or direct him 
to follow any particular plan in the divis- 
icn of the spoils.

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GRIFFIN TO GO TO GALLOWS 


Supreme Court Says Latimer’s Mur- 
derer Must Be Hanged. 


DEAD MAN WAS A CONDUCTOR 


Was Killed by Fricie Griffin Near 
Brunswick in October of 
Last Year. 


The supreme court yesterday affirmed 
the decision of the superior court of Glynn 
county in the case of. Fricie Griffin, col- 
ored, convicted of the murder of Conduc- 
tor R. M. Latimer, of the Southern rail- 
road, and sentenced to death. 

Griffin was stealing a ride on a passen- 
ger train going into Brunswick one Sun- 
day night last October, when hé was 
caught by Conductor Letimer and told to 


get off. When he was told to get off a 
third time, he pulled his pistol and fired 
the fatal shot. 

The supreme court helds that the con- 
dictor did not:have to stop his train at 
an unusual place to put the man off, but 
that it was sufficient to tell him to pay 
ris fare, which the evidence shows Zon- 
dvetcr Latimer did. The negro then pro- 
ceeded to do the shooting. 

The supreme court holds that a verdict 
of manslaughter. would not have been 
authorized in this case; it was a case of 
murder or 't Was a case of not guilty. 
There is no intermediate ground. Holding 
this view it affirms the decision of the 
superior court of Glynn that Griflin is 
guilty of murder and must hang. 

The only hope for Griffin now is thry.gh 
executive clemency. The murder was one 
that grectly excited the community in 
which it was committed, ani the chances 
are that the defendant will have to pay 
the penalty.
